To the inhabitants of the Town of Loudon in the [S.S.] County of Merrimack in said State, qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Loudon, N.H. on Tuesday, the thir- 
teenth day of March, next at eight of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following sub- 
jects: 


Articles 1-2 will be by ballot vote on Tuesday, March 13, 2001, between the hours 
of 8:00 A.M. and 7:00 P.M. at the polls at the Loudon Town Hall. 


Articles 3-17 will be taken up at the second session of the Annual Town Meeting 
on Saturday, March 17, 2001 at 9:00 A.M. at the Loudon Safety Building on Cooper 
Street. On site parking will be allowed only on the westerly side of the building. 


ARTICLE 1: To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


ARTICLE 2: ZONING AMENDMENT 2001-1 

Are you in favor of adoption of amendment 2001-1 as proposed by the Planning Board for the 
Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Add section 803, establishing an impact fee provision, 
which will enable the Planning Board to require developers to pay impact fees for off-site 
improvements necessitated by a development proposal. 


ZONING AMENDMENT 2001-2 
Are you in favor of adoption of amendment 2001-2 as proposed by the Planning Board for the 
Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: To correct typographical errors at the 1989 Town Meeting 
by changing Map 41, Lot 5 and Map 40, Lot 13 listed on the Town Tax Maps from residential 
to commercial, and change Map 40, Lots 5 and 18 from commercial to residential. 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to rescind the restricted revenue fund for ambulance 
revenues established under Article 12 at the March 1998 Town Meeting as of June 30, 2001. 
Said funds, with accumulated interest to date of withdrawal, are to be transferred to the Town’s 
general fund. (Majority Vote required.) The Selectmen recommend this article. 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to establish an Ambulance/Rescue Capital Reserve 
Fund under the provisions of RSA 35:1, and to raise and appropriate the balance of the restrict- 
ed revenue fund referenced in Article 3 above, including interest to date, up to $75,000 and 
appoint the Board of Selectmen as agents to carry said purpose into effect. This fund to be used 
for replacing ambulances and ambulance related equipment. This sum to come from fund bal- 
ance (surplus) and no amount to be raised from taxation. The Selectmen recommend this article. 


ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $220,000 for the 
purchase of a piece of fire apparatus, with funds to be withdrawn from the Fire Department 
Capital Reserve Fund. This article would not affect the tax rate. The Selectmen recommend 
this article. 
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ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $150,000 from 
the general fund for the construction and equipping of a new Fire/Rescue Building to serve the 
Ridge area of Loudon. This amount would be less any Federal, State or private funds made 
available, and to appoint the Board of Selectmen as agents to carry said purpose into effect. 
This article would affect the tax rate by 60.6 cents per $1,000. The Selectmen recommend this 
article. 








ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to approve the cost items included in the February 
1, 2001 amendment to the Collective Bargaining Agreement reached between the Board of 
Selectmen of the Town of Loudon and of Local 3657 of the American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employees of the Police Department which calls for the following 
increases in salaries: 


Year Estimated Increase 
FY 07/01/01-06/30/02 $15,000 
FY 07/01/02-06/30/03 $15,000 


And further to raise and appropriate the sum of $15,000 for the July 01, 2001 — June 30, 2002 
fiscal year, such sum representing the additional costs attributable to the increase in salaries 
over those of the appropriation at the current staffing levels paid in the prior fiscal year. The 
Selectmen recommend this article. This article would affect the tax rate by 6.06 cents per 
$1,000 for FY 07/01/01 - 06/30/02. 


ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to retain the parcel shown on Tax Map 24, Lot 008 
as authorized by RSA 80:80,V, and to add this parcel to the Town Forest previously established 
and managed by the Conservation Commission under the provisions of RSA 31:110-113. The 
proceeds from the sale of timber harvesting to be deposited to the Conservation Commission 
account to be used for purchasing land for conservation easements under the NH Land and 
Community Heritage Investment Program (LCHIP). The Selectmen recommend this article. 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not to exceed 
$120,000 for the purpose of paving Ricker, East Ricker and Lovejoy Roads and approximately 
5000 feet of Bee Hole Road from the Chichester Road end with such sums to be withdrawn 
from the Highway Department Road Improvement Capital Reserve Fund and to appoint the 
Board of Selectmen as agents to carry said purpose into effect. This article would not affect the 
tax rate. The Selectmen recommend this article. 


ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $107,317 for the purpose 
of purchasing a new front end loader with up to $70,000 to be withdrawn from the Highway 
Department Capital Reserve Fund. (Purchase Price $107,317 Less trade in of present loader, 
$18,000 = $89,317 Less Highway Block Grant Equipment Funds, $19,317 = $70,000) This arti- 
cle would not affect the tax rate. The Selectmen recommend this article. 


ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $59,136 to put 
double yellow lines and two fog lines on 34 miles of town paved roads. This article would 
affect the tax rate by 23.9 cents per $1,000 value for FY 07/01/01 — 06/30/02. The Selectmen 
do not recommend this article. 


ARTICLE 12: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $15,000 for the 
purchase and installation of a new baler for the Transfer Station. This article would affect the 
tax rate by 6.06 cents per $1,000 value for FY 07/01/01 — 06/30/02. The Selectmen recommend 
this article. 
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ARTICLE 13: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $7,000 to pur- 
chase two (2) 40 yard roll off containers with such sums to be withdrawn from the Highway 
Department Capital Reserve Fund and to appoint the Board of Selectmen as agents to carry said 
purpose into effect. This article would not affect the tax rate. This warrant article is contin- 
gent upon receipt of a matching funds grant from New Hampshire The Beautiful. The 
Selectmen recommend this article. 


ARTICLE 14: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $500,000, less 
any State funds available for the purpose of capping the Town of Loudon Landfill. The funds 
to be withdrawn from the Landfill Closure Capital Reserve Fund. This is a non-lapsing article. 
This article would not affect the tax rate. The Selectmen recommend this article. 

ARTICLE 15: To see if the Town would support legislation to allow video gambling, for the 
purpose of raising revenue to meet the State’s obligation to fund education under the New 
Hampshire Supreme Court’s Claremont Decision, at the Mount Washington Hotel in Bretton 
Woods, the Balsams Hotel in Dixville Notch, Rockingham Park in Salem, Hinsdale Greyhound 
Park in Hinsdale, Lakes Region Greyhound Park in Belmont and Seabrook Greyhound Park in 
Seabrook. 


ARTICLE 16: To raise such sum of money as may be necessary to defray Town charges for the 
ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. 


ARTICLE 17: To transact any other business that may legally come before said meeting.

2000 SELECTMEN’S REPORT 








The operations of the Town of Loudon have kept the Selectmen very busy with regular 
weekly meetings and many additional meetings in between. 

In February, we started monthly meetings with NH Department of Transportation, NH State 
Police, Selectmen, Police Chiefs, and Fire Chiefs from surrounding towns. The purpose of these 
meetings is to plan traffic control for the 100,000-plus people who attend races at NHIS. We 
continue to refine the procedures to insure that our roads are safe and Loudon residents are not 
adversely affected by the large influx of traffic. 

This past year, John Rice, our able road agent for the past 12 years, moved on to “greener 
pastures.” We wish John well in his future endeavors. In June, we welcomed Greg Bowen as our 
new road agent. Greg came to us from Epsom where he served as their road agent for many 
years. 

The Staniels Road Ball Fields are now complete and should help provide more space for the 
more than 300 Loudon youngsters who participate in the youth sports programs. 

The relocation of Staniels Road will begin during the summer. We have asked the State to 
postpone working on the bridge portion of the project until school lets out for the summer to 
help eliminate problems with the bus route. 

As approved by vote at the 2000 Town Meeting, a new dump truck with an angling plow 
was purchased in time for winter plowing. The Highway Crew is happy with this equipment. 

We are experiencing substantial increases in tonnage of solid waste (aka “dump”) which has 
put us over the 10-year cap set in our Cooperative agreement. The tipping fee will increase from 
$36.50 to $67.50 per ton for all solid waste in excess of Loudon’s Guaranteed Annual Tonnage 
sent to the Penacook facility. This is the reason we urge everyone to do all they can to recycle. 
Cardboard, newspapers, cans, and glass are easy to recycle and will save the town money in tip- 
ping fees, plus generate revenue from sales of recyclables. 

The New Hampshire International Speedway donated $60,000.00, which was given to full- 
time students who carry at least 12 credit hours of courses. All eligible applicants received some 
assistance ranging from $500.00 to $2,500.00 for the year. This program has enabled many stu- 
dents to obtain an education, some of whom would not have been able to do so without the 
help. 

The Town was greatly saddened by an unfortunate accident in September, which claimed 
the life of one of our young girls. Several other children were severely injured and are slowly 
recovering. Seven ambulances responded when needed and six were used to transport the 
injured to the hospital. It was encouraging to see the Town pull together and get through this 
terrible tragedy. There were several fund raising events that contributed money to the families. 

We especially congratulate our Police, Fire, and Rescue Departments for a job very well done 
that day. We know it was not easy. 

The Selectmen have received an offer of two acres of land on Clough Hill Road and are rec- 
ommending the Town vote to build a new fire station there to replace the Ridge Station, which 
long ago outlived its usefulness. We ask your support for this project. 

The Planning Board, with the assistance of Central NH Regional Planning Commission, has 
worked all this past year on a new Master Plan. The plan should be completed during 2001. 
There will also be a new Capital Improvement Plan included in the Master Plan. 

We want to thank all the Boards and Commissions who have worked diligently to 
make Loudon a nicer place to live. Loudon is truly fortunate to have so many hard-working 
volunteers.

tions of management in the financial statements. A material weakness is a reportable condition in 
which the design or operation of one or more of the internal control structure elements does not 
reduce to a relatively low level the risk that errors or irregularities, in amounts that would be materi- 
al in relation to the financial statements being audited, may occur and not be detected within a time- 
ly period by employees in the normal course of performing their assigned functions. Our considera- 
tion of the internal control structure would not necessarily disclose all matters in the internal control 
structure that might constitute reportable conditions and, accordingly, would not necessarily disclose 
all reportable conditions that are also considered to be material weaknesses as defined above. 


We are pleased to report that, during the course of our review of internal controls, no material 
weaknesses in the Town’s accounting systems and records were identified. Minor weaknesses or other 
considerations coming to our attention were generally procedural in nature and dealt with adminis- 
trative or record keeping practices. In these instances, we made specific recommendations or provid- 
ed instruction to those individuals involved during the course of our audit fieldwork. 


This report is intended solely for the information and use of management and others within the 


administration. This restriction is not intended to limit distribution of this report, which is a matter 
of public record.

The Tonnage delivered to the Penacook facility increased by 300 Tons during the Co-op’s 
fiscal year of 12-01-1999 to 11-30-2000. The Tipping Fee was $36.50 per Ton for 2000. 


The Tipping Fee for 2001 has been raised for the first time in seven years. There is also a 
change in how the Tipping Fee will be calculated. Each Town or City within the Co-op was 
assigned a tonnage amount known as “Base Tonnage,” which will be billed at $37.00 per Ton. 
All tonnage delivered over the “Base Tonnage” will be billed at $67.50 per Ton. 


The implementation of this two tiered payment system was necessary due to the contract 
that the Co-op has with Wheelabrator. 


Loudon’s Guaranteed Annual Tonnage (GAT) is 3,400 Tons for 2001. Every ton delivered 
over the “Base Tonnage” of 3,123 Tons will be billed at $67.50. 


As we all know recycling is of great importance. Given the implementation of the two- 
tiered billing system, we, as a Committee, urge all citizens to be aware of and to participate in 


recycling. This is one area where your efforts will directly impact your tax bill.

There have been many changes at the Transfer Station this past year. One of our biggest 
changes has been the relocation of our brush pile, compost pile, demolition and steel, to make 
it more accessible for our residents.

The Loudon Police Department responded to 1,765 calls for service this past year. Because 
of the added visibility of patrols, the calls have gone down.

Please remember to license your dogs with the Town Clerk and attach the tag to the ani- 
mal. This greatly decreases our time dealing with dog complaints. Not only are we able to 
locate the owners in a timely manner but it has also decreased the number of dogs that are 
transported to the S.P.C.A. in Penacook, which the Town pays a fee per dog. 


We continue to experience a turn over rate within the department due to the rate of pay. 
Although the union contract has helped us bring the rate up, it still needs to be increased. We 
continue to work together to remedy this situation. 


If you leave for an extended period of time, we encourage you to call us so that we may do 
extra checks of your property for security purposes. 


The tentative race schedule is out for N.H. International Speedway. The four major races that 
we are involved with are: May 10th - 12th, June 15th -17th, July 19th-22nd, and September 
13th - 16th. Thank you for being patient during the road closures. 


We continue to teach a 17-week D.A.R.E. curriculum at the Loudon Elementary School. 
This helps keep strong relations between the Police and the students.

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LOUDON FIRE DEPARTMENT 
REPORT 2000 


The Loudon Fire Department emergency responses in calendar year 2000 totaled 541 inci- 
dents, a decrease of 3% from 1999. Loudon, and all other member communities of the Capital 
Area Fire Compact, receives emergency dispatch services 24 hours per day from the Concord 
Fire Department’s new dispatch facility on Horseshoe Pond Lane in Concord. 





The unique emergency ambulance service agreement which shares personnel and equipment 
resources of the Loudon and Chichester Fire and Rescue services continues to be a reliable, effi- 
cient, and cost-effective method of providing emergency medical services to both communi- 
ties. The detailed activities of the Rescue Squad, under the direction of Rescue Captain Bob 
Bottcher, are shown in a separate report. 


Although we have difficulty in retaining full-time day personnel, our members, with the 
assistance of a few members of surrounding departments, have stepped forward and fill the day 
shifts needed to provide the daytime Monday through Friday coverage. If you have questions 
or need assistance, please call or stop by the station. If you have an emergency always call 911. 


Department members continue to meet, train, and perform maintenance duties on a regu- 
lar basis, as well as performing assigned ambulance coverage. New members attend Emergency 
Medical Technician and/or Firefighter I training to obtain required certifications. Current 
members obtain advanced certifications and enroll in specialized training. 


Most of our personnel are assigned to special committees or projects. We have spent a con- 
siderable amount of time and energy participating with other Town committees in planning 
and growth issues. A fire engine is scheduled for replacement on the 20-year Capital Reserve 
program in 2001, and there is an urgent need to replace and relocate the Ridge Fire Station. 
These issues will be addressed at public budget hearings and at Town Meeting in March. 


Although we need to put tragedy behind us and move on with life, I would be remiss if I 
didn’t acknowledge the tremendous effort and professionalism displayed by all of the public 
safety responders from Loudon and the other departments and agencies that assisted us in mid 
September. This incident affected every member of our close-knit community in one way or 
another, and we thank everyone for their professional and personal support. 


Thanks again to our volunteer members and their families who contribute so much to make 
our volunteer services work effectively. And we thank the residents for their continued support, 
as well as the other Town departments and Boards for their everyday cooperation 
and assistance.

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FOREST FIRE REPORT 2000 


Thirty-four of the total fire department responses were attributed to brush and outside fires. 
All but one of these incidents consumed less than one acre of outside grass or woodland. 
Although we have been fortunate in recent seasons that our outside fires have been few and 
small, we live in an area that can rapidly become dry and be a potential for fast-spreading out- 
side fires. We urge all landowners to assist in keeping woodland roads clear of major brush to 
allow access by emergency off-road vehicles. 


We have obtained ice storm grant funding that combined with budget funds will provide 
us with a 1987 1/2 ton truck to replace the 1951 forestry suppression vehicle. This vehicle is 
being rebuilt by department personnel and will be ready for the spring fire season. 


We encourage you to burn your brush when the ground is snow covered. Written permits 
are required at any other time. Permits may be issued at the discretion of the Fire Warden. No 
permits will be issued between the hours of 9 a.m. and 5 p.m. unless it’s actually raining. 


Please contact the fire station (798-5612) during daytime hours Monday through Friday to 
request burning permits. If unable to contact the station, you may contact Warden Dick Wright 
(783-4172), Deputy Wardens Gary Burr (783-9376), Jeff Burr (783-4679) or Bob Wilcox (783- 
4508).

2000 





To start the new millennium, your Rescue Squad was very active responding to 296 emer- 
gency calls. Of 123 out-of-town calls, most were to the town of Chichester as part of our coop- 
erative ambulance service agreement. These responses included all types of medical emergen- 
cies and response to most fire emergencies. Many of our members are dual trained as 
Emergency Medical Technicians and Certified Firefighters. 


In the past year we have made some purchases that will enable us to better serve the Town 
of Loudon. They are an inflatable rescue boat and an ice rescue sled, both of which were 
authorized by the voters at Town Meeting. With financial assistance from the NH Sno-Shakers 
of Canterbury and Rescue Squad donations, we have purchased a snow mobile rescue sled. This 
sled has skis for winter use, which will be converted to wheels use during summer month res- 
cue operations. This sled gives us the capability of removing patients from remote areas in the 
safest manner possible. We thank the NH Sno-Shakers for their generous donation toward the 
purchase of this sled. 


This past year five of our members attended an EMS conference in Charlotte, NC. The 
Rescue Squad paid the registration, but the members who went picked up most of the expens- 
es. The training and information they attained, both by the formal training and the network- 
ing with fellow rescue squad personnel, was invaluable. This information was then brought 
back and shared with fellow squad members. 


We have also had several new members join us but we have also lost several. As always, we 
are looking for new members. If you don’t mind getting up out of a warm bed in the middle 
of a cold winter night, attending meetings and training every month, and you have a desire to 
help your neighbors in a time of need, please come and join with us. All we ask is that you give 
us the time; we will provide all the necessary training. If you have any questions or want more 
information, please contact me at 783-9446 or E-mail me at Goatguru@aol.com, or come by 
the station Monday through Friday between 7:00 a.m. and 6:00 p.m. and talk to the crew that 
is on duty.

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LOUDON ZONING BOARD OF 
ADJUSTMENT 2000 REPORT 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment processed 24 applications during 2000. Applications for 
the year decreased by eight from last year. The board had approved an application for a con- 
venience store/gas station that will be located on Route 106 next to the Red Roof Inn. The 
board has spent a good deal of time on several applications that were submitted by ESMI for a 
change in operating hours. The board’s final decision, after two years of trials and negotiations, 
allows for 16 hours of processing. ESMI has appealed our decision to Superior Court and we 
would expect to prevail based on our quality of life position. 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment also supports two amendments that will be presented on 
the March ballot. One of these amendments will be incorporated in our zoning ordinance and 
will allow the Planning Board to require developers to pay an impact fee for off-site improve- 
ments necessitated by a development proposal. The Planning Board recommends both of these 
items. 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment meets every fourth Thursday of the month at 7:30 p.m. 
in the Loudon Board Room. Our meetings are open to the public and anyone is free to attend. 
You may contact our secretaries at the Village Town Offices or call 798-4540 if you would like 
information. You can also email us loudonplanningoffice@tds.net. Our office is open during 
posted hours where you may purchase a copy of our ordinance and obtain applications. Our 
office welcomes any comments or suggestions dealing with Zoning issues.

Dow, Clem Lyon, Stan Prescott, and alternate Greg Fillmore. The Planning Board secretaries are 
Cindy Wood and Brenda Pearl. 


Their many hours at public hearings, work sessions, site visits, and educational lectures are 
greatly appreciated. Board members also participate on many additional committees and proj- 
ects. Bob Ordway and Clem Lyon are our representatives to the Central NH Regional Planning 
Commission; Clem is also on the Board of Directors at the Central NH Regional Planning 
Commission; Bob Ordway and Greg Fillmore are our representatives at the Board of Permit 
meetings. 


The Planning Board is currently completing work on the Master Plan. Public hearings for 
this should begin in April 2001. The Planning Board will have two amendments that will be 
presented on the March ballot, one of which will be for the Zoning Ordinance.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY DIRECTOR 


Two hundred and seven new borrowers signed up for library cards in the year 2000. They 
represented eighty-seven different households. Some came from other towns and paid a fee to 
use our library. Although most people were new to Loudon, some came in saying, “You know, 
I’ve lived in town - years and this is the first time I’ve been in the library.” We tell them that 
it’s never too late, that we’re happy to be of service, and then give them a tour of the collec- 
tion. A well-used library is the hallmark of a healthy community. 


Circulation, meaning the number of materials loaned out from the library, was up in 2000 
over 1999’s totals. Use of materials such as videocassettes, books-on-tape, music CDs, and peri- 
odicals continues to rise rapidly. Statistics regarding the use of non-print materials are all the 
more striking since the library owned no non-print materials prior to the completion of the 
building addition in June of 1996. 


As promised last year, the library offered some new services in the form of computer edu- 
cation, movie nights, and scanner use. Computer education sessions were underwritten by pri- 
vate funding. Participants paid a nominal fee for professional instruction. More classes will be 
taught in the coming year. Movie nights were most successful when planned in conjunction 
with the book group’s selections. The consensus remains, however, that the book is almost 
always better than the movie. The computer scanner came in handy for making copies of pho- 
tos. Many people chose to bring in their own photo-quality paper for the best results. What 
other services would you like to see offered at the library? Your suggestions are welcome. 


Meeting room use is still on the rise. Sixteen time slots are currently reserved for civic 
groups on a monthly basis, with many occasional meetings happening in between. On sever- 
al evenings, two meetings have been going on at one time, with smaller groups gathering in 
the original library building. 


Townspeople were extremely generous with their donations of materials in the past year. 
The quantity was so great that we were able to hold book sales about every three months. 
Materials that the library can add to the collection are selected from the gifts, with the remain- 
der put out for the sales. Donations of current magazines are available for free in our “recy- 
cling” area. If you know of a place that could use these magazines, please feel free to come in 
and fill up a bag full. 


It’s impossible to look back at the past year without reliving the pain of losing a bright, 
curious, energetic, quick-to-laugh little girl named Katie Silva. We knew her well at the library. 
Her parents had brought her in often since they moved to town. In trying to deal with the 
tragedy of her death, we were thankful for how much she had been loved and nurtured. We 
were also thankful for having known her as we did. What we love gives us strength for the rest.

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LOUDON HISTORICAL SOCIETY 2000 


The Loudon Historical Society had an exciting and productive year. 


BARN SURVEY: The Society began participation in the State Barn Survey with a presentation 
by Steve Taylor, Commissioner, Department of Agriculture, Markets, and Foods. Mr. Taylor’s 
presentation concerned barns found in Plainfield and the Connecticut River Valley; however, 
his presentation of existing barns and the need for preservation was applicable to Loudon. 
Society members distributed surveys to town members resulting in a grant award to Kenelm 
Doak to evaluate his barn located at Route 129 and Pittsfield Road (the old Bachelder 


property). 


REORGANIZATION: Society Directors, Paula Cabot and Galen Beale, reorganized the 
Society’s artifacts. Exhibits are now arrayed in five distinct periods: from 1773 to 1840; from 
1840 to 1865; from 1865 to 1918; from 1918 to 1945; and from 1945 to present. The array fol- 
lows the general themes of architectural change, maps and charts, and road and area changes. 


OLD HOME DAY: More than 125 guests visited the Society during Old Home Day and they 
found a newly-reorganized exhibit hall. Visitors were pleased with the Society’s new layout and 
found exhibits easy to follow and to understand. 


CHRISTMAS SOCIAL: the Society continued its traditional holiday meeting by assembling 
on December 18, 2000. The Society held only a brief formal meeting, followed by singing by 
members and guests who were led by Roger Dow in a medley of Christmas carols and other tra- 
ditional songs.

2000 Loudon Conservation 
Commission 


The Conservation Commission has had a very busy and productive year. As development 
continues to be on the increase, so does the involvement of the Conservation Commission. 
Members of the Commission were involved in reviews and site walks of developments through- 
out the town, including those on Bee Hole Road, Piper Hill, and Lovejoy to name a few. 


The majority of our attention has been devoted to our chapter in the Master Plan. Working 
from the results of the Town survey, we have developed goals and objectives that we feel echo 
the voice of the residents of Loudon. One of the major goals is to develop a greenway along 
the Soucook River. This important river and its tributaries will be the thread linking key areas 
including conservation and town lands. This would provide a wonderful recreational area for 
the citizens of Loudon while protecting vital habitats for wildlife. 


During the Old Home Day celebration we had a booth manned by one of our members with 
maps showing conservation lands, wetlands, and other land use maps of the Town. We asked 
those who stopped by to show us the areas they felt were the most important to focus on for 
conservation and recreation. The results will be incorporated into our Master Plan Chapter. 


The Citizen for N.H. Land and Community Heritage Program passed in June 2000. This pro- 
gram will provide matching grants to communities and non-profit organizations to protect 
locally identified open spaces. The Conservation Commission will develop a list of important 
areas to protect throughout Loudon. Utilizing programs like LCHIP will help us protect the 
most important areas in the Town. 


Look for updates from the Conservation Commission in the Loudon Ledger.

Once again, the Council would like to extend its appreciation for the past year’s support by 
Loudon taxpayers. The Loudon Ledger has continued to appear nine times per year, offering all 
residents the opportunity to read the minutes from the Planning, Zoning and Selectmen’s 
meetings, plus information on other organization’s events. 


The Ledger looked a bit different this year because the Council, through the generosity of 
the Town of Loudon, was able to hire Stephanie Smith to do the layout. Debbie Kardaseski, 
who had been donating her time to do the layout, was no longer able to devote the necessary 
time to the project due to being elected Selectman! Stephanie has also taken over ad sales. 


The Council has been dealing with the IRS throughout the past year in an attempt to obtain 
501(c)3 non-profit status. Vicky Phillips and Tom McCue have been most generous in their 
donation of time and efforts towards that end. However, we’re still struggling with the neces- 
sary paperwork so have not officially been designated a non-profit organization in the eyes of 
the IRS. 


A small core group has been attempting to keep the project afloat. Feedback from towns- 
people has been very positive and it’s obvious that most folks enjoy the opportunity to read 
the minutes of town boards and stay on top of happenings in town. However, the work 
involved in keeping a publication of this size moving forward increases each issue and more 
help is needed. 


Ad revenues continue to lag well behind actual production costs; thus, the Council will be 
meeting in early February 2001 to make a decision regarding the future of the paper. The results 
of that meeting will be published in the Ledger and it is hoped that there will be some discus- 
sion about the future of the project at the 2001 town meeting.

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JOHN O. CATE MEMORIAL VAN 
“Neighbors Helping Neighbors” 


The Van project has grown far beyond expectations during the last year. The goal was: “To 
grow in ability and find a way to serve even more of the residents of Loudon.” We obtained a 
$4,000.00 operation and maintenance budget, and due to a record petition of 275+ names and 
the generosity of the people of Loudon, a Capital Reserve Fund of $5,000.00 was set up for the 
future purchase of additional equipment to keep the project going. We have also received 
$543.00 in donations during the period of March 2000 to December 2000. The Steering 
Committee has increased in size and ability, and the pool of certified drivers and attendants 
has increased. We have been able to enlist the help of extra people on call, to work on the 
maintenance end of the project. 


Operationally we have tried to serve the needs of all the people who have called for service 
with trips to medical and dental appointments, shopping trips, medication pick-up, and other 
appointments of all types as required. We have done shopping, picked up medication, and run 
errands for those who could not get out to go themselves. We put on about 5,500 miles and 
served over 540 people trips. We have processed 2,700-2,800 telephone calls, with about 1/3 as 
incoming calls for service and the balance as scheduling and administration. There have been 
over 3,000 hours of volunteer time used for the overall operation and many more that we did 
not keep track of. 


We have expanded the services to offer many extra activities to include adopting a mascot, 
“Fievel.” He joined us first in the Old Home Day parade and is taken around to anyone who is 
not feeling well in an attempt to cheer them up and stays with them for a few days. In May, 
we received an award for “Outstanding Leadership in Community Inclusion” from 
Community Bridges. We have become involved with the “Volunteer Transportation Network” 
(a group for transportation providers that cover the southern part of the state). We hosted the 
October meeting of the “Network” and received a commendation from the Red Cross coordi- 
nator of the project for the way that we conducted the meeting. We organized several special 
trips to help the community, several to the Young at Heart meetings, a trip to the Indian 
Museum, Celebrate NH, Leaf Peeping, and the flu shot clinic by the VNA at the Barn. 


We added several social events to our activities; one of those was a “Holiday Letter,” that 
was sent to all of the people who have touched the program in any way. We had our first 
Volunteer Potluck Supper. All those volunteers who had any “hands on” activity during the 
year came and had such a nice time that we are going to make it an annual event. 


The program has been recently expanded to include the use of a mini-van thanks to the 
efforts of Barbara Cameron. Barbara purchased the van to use as a test program to see if this 
type of vehicle would work for us in the future and be more cost effective for much of our oper- 
ation. She will operate the van on her own and keep track of the mileage, etc., to report on in 
the future. We have a set of magnetic signs that will help identify the mini-van as part of the 
project but not part of the Town at this time.

The purpose of the Baby-sitter’s Training Course is to teach older children the respon- 
sibilities and qualities of being a good baby-sitter and what to expect from the person who 
hires them. The course offers essential caregiving skills, safety skills to prevent emergencies, 
how to manage real-life problems, and basic first aid. It is a nine-hour course, held over sever- 
al nights for boys and girls ages eleven to fifteen. | am very proud to say the entire fee for each 
of the nine graduates was paid for by the Town of Loudon. I have noticed other surrounding 
towns offer this course, but the Red Cross fee of $35.00 for each student is paid by the indi- 
vidual. 


At this time, I am trying to arrange an American Red Cross Basic First Aid and CPR course. 
The course will be held at the Maxfield Library again. Look for more details in our own Loudon 
Ledger. Thank you, Nancy, for your help with these projects. 


The bus trips have changed a little this past year. Most of the big trips are organized by 
Kathy, from K Tours. The details are too time-consuming and she has much more experience 
and time to devote to these trips than I do. I am still hoping to organize a few myself. Last year 
we went to Champions on Ice at the Whittemore Center, Montreal Canada in the spring, a van 
ride up Mount Washington with supper at Hart’s Turkey Farm, and a Christmas finale with the 
Rockettes at Radio City Music Hall and “A Christmas Carol” at Madison Square Garden.
